$436,606.58. $152,373.00 of the above amount will provide 
for e general adjustment in salaries-wages of $300.00 annuslls 
and permissive pay increments for those employees still witht» 
salary renges. Funds are also provided for eight additional 
mon in both the police and fire departments, as well as, two 
supervisory personnel in the Public Works Maintenance De- 
pertment, 

Appropristiona under Other Expenses are increased by 
$37,414.75 to offset higher operating charges of outlet sewers, 
improved street lighting, necessary now equipment and/or ro- 
placement, Public Library requirements and unusual snow 
conditions. 

Increased appropriations, amounting to $38,852.58, were 
necessary in the Capital Improvement Fund, Deferred Charges 
and Statutory Expenditures, in anticipation of greater need, 
increased pension costs end higher social security payments. 

Municipal Debt Service costs £noreased by $5,726.31 and 
lt was necessary to provide an additional $172,239.9h for 
School Debt Service in the Municipal Budget to offset higher 
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snortization costs by reason of the recent school rehabilite- 
tion and construction progrom. 

Offsetting the above increased appropriations is an 
increase of $139,359.93 in anticipated General Revenues for 
1961. 

The Reserve for Uncollected Taxes in thin Budget ia 
computed at 91.64% and amounts to $681,251.91. 

By appropriating $752,000. from Surplus Revenue Funds. 
the same as in 1960, the amount to be raised by taxation for 
1961 is $8,10489046.28. 

In 1960 tho amount to be raised by taxation was $8.15 
per $100.00 of assessed valuation, based on a total net valu- 
ation of $92,002 15.00. 

Due to the completion of a recent re-evaluation 
program embracing πλ] classes of real property in the Town, 
the total net valuation for 1961, based on an established 
ratio of assessed to true value of 50%, amounts to $134,219), 648 00.

Notice of appeals had 
also been served in these cases. Testimony in these 
cases was tape recorded and after County Judge John.

Ἰ to be increased in order that a l2 hour duty week
